Major  Macdonald  wax  universally  known 
and  rgspretrd  in  the  community  Hts  lather, 
the  late  Senator  William  J.  Macdonald,  tame 
here  in  1851  in  the  service  of  the  Hudson's 
Bay  Company,  was  iwiee  Mayor  of  Victoria, 
and  sat  m early  Vancouver  Island  and  British 
Columbia  Legislatures  before  his  call  to  the 
Senate  in  1872  Senator  Macdonald  re- 
eruited  (he  first  company  ol  militia  to  pro- 
tect the  early  settler*  from  the  Indians. 

Although  he  had  lived  in  retirement  at 
bis  Sidney  home  for  a number  of  years.  Ma  |or 
Alastair  Douglas  k^acdonald  wa*  widely 
known  in  British  Columbia  affairs  He 
served  for  twenty  year*  with  the  Imperial 
Army,  and  was  a veteran  ol  the  Great  War. 
A lifelong  Conservative,  he  took  a keen 
interest  in  politics  throughout  and  his  ad- 
vice and  counsel  were  sought  after  by  succes- 
sive generation*  on  the  .Saanich  Peninsula. 
I'Hiniulm.  the  family  hc»me.  was  noted  tor  ii^ 
hospitality,  as  well  as  for  the  kindly  advice 
and  the  ever  cordial  welcome  of  a m.in  whose 
interests  were  as  wide  as  his  sympathies  were 
lenuint.

FOR  NINKTY  VF.\RS 

Tljose  and  numeruua  other  Incldenta 
liavr  been  ftandlcd  with  despatch  and 
aucceas  by  members  of  Uie  British  Colum- 
bia Provincial  Police,  who  thia  year  cele* 
brate  the  90th  aruilversary  of  a force  with 
a fine  record  for  long  service  to  the  Cana- 
dian West 

The  need  for  well-orgamzed  and  effi- 
ciently trained  police  was  recognized  by 
Oovernur  James  Douglas  in  tl^e  days  of 
the  Fraser  River  gold  rush. 

Prior  to  the  establUliment  of  the  Brtt- 
L^h  Columbia  Police  force,  police  protec- 
tion of  Vancouver  Island  was  of  a volun- 
teer nature,  the  settlers  forming  them- 
selves Into  posses  to  apprehend  flagrant 
law-breakers.  If  the  emergency  proved 
beyond  tlie  control  of  these  group.s,  the 
aoslsiance  of  naval  vessels  was  sought. 

Governor  Douglas  met  the  situation,  as 
far  as  the  Island  was  concerned,  by  ap- 
pointing Augustus  F.  Pemberton  as  com- 
missioner of  police  on  July  7.  1668.  Under 
Pembertons  jurisdiction  there  was  a su- 
perintendent. chlel  constable,  sergeant 
and  four  or  five  constables.  In  addition  to 
a staff  to  man  the  jail. 

A few  months  later,  Chartres  Brewr.  an 
Irishman  by  birth  and  a member  of  the 
Irish  Constabulary,  was  brought  to  Vic- 
toria and  named  chief  Iruvpector  of  police 

TU  THE  (iOLD  FIELDS 

Brew’-i  iirst  duty  was  to  proceed  to  the 
gold  fields,  survey  conditions  at  first  hand 
and  fTpirri  to  the  Governor.  On  hb  re- 
turn he  recommended  that  ISO  members 
of  Uie  Irish  Constabulary  be  brought  out 
to  the  colony  to  form  a police  force. 

The  rep^'ft  was  duly  forwarded  t>»  the 
Brills}}  Colonial  Office  with  Uie  Gover- 
nor’s sugge.sUoD  (hat  poaslbly  60  men 
Would  be  sufnclcnt.  although  he  added 
'■  . ihr  small  police  force  hitherto  used 

has  been  found  U*  be  sattafactory." 

It  was  believed,  however,  that  the  rev- 
enue of  the  colony  would  not  permit 
maintenance  of  such  a body  so  a previous 
suggestion  W'oa  earned  out  the  police  in 
British  Coiunibla  were  recruited  locally. 

Many  problems  were  met  and  overcome, 
mainly  Uiat  of-  recruiting  police  offleers 
from  among  tiie  miners,  many  of  whom 
were  panning  up  to  $26  a day.  Gradually 
the  organlsaUtm  look  form. 

The  early  policeman  s life  was  not  on 
easy  one  Tliere  was  a u-ndency  on  Uie 
part  of  white  re.MdeiiL’«  to  josiie  the  na- 
tives out  of  the  picture  and.  when  uir  na- 
tive expressed  iheir  resentmeol.  trouble 
flared  A certain  elemeni  among  those 
from  the  South  were  prnne  to  the  u.ne  of 
firearms  In  any  alterratirm.  and  this  had 
to  be  curbed  without  rendenng  the  min- 
ers defenceless  agaln.^t  atlacks  of  Indians 
Of  wild  animals  De».pur  the  djfficuiUei 
juslicr  was  reasonably  swift  and  sure. 

Apart  from  their  duties  nf  a specific 
law-enforcement  nature,  police  in  Uie  80s 
were  expected  to  aid  in  the  rolltcUon  of 
revenue  Under  the  Ooldrield.A  Art.  gold 
commi.ssloners  were  appulnled  and  were 
assigned  six  police  olTlrers. 

ORDERS  OE  THE  DAY 

Tlie  Ooremor  s InslrucUons  to  the  gold 
commUoioners  embodied  the  following 
regulatlnns  regarding  the  conduct  of  Uie

"You  will  hold  courts  of  petty  sessions  at 
the  place  near  your  headquartera  whirh 
may  be  proclaimed  for  lhat  purpose  on 
such  days  as  shall  be  moat  eonvenicDt, 


The  sumng  years  of  the  Cariboo  gold 
rush  saw  thooaamhi  nl  men.  vet- 
erans and  tenderfooU,  leave  the 
comfort  of  home  and  flre.side  to  seek 
fortune  along  the  banks  of  the  Fraser 
River.  Thu  rush  of  prospectors,  whose 
porks  were  often  heavier  than  their  purses, 
formed  the  pioneers,  but  they  were  fol- 
lowed ahnu-st  immediately  by  men  without 
a calling,  whose  desire  fur  quick  fortune 
was  not  always  guided  by  the  Ten  Com- 
xnandmenis. 

These  men  caused  no  little  trouble  for 
Vile  hune.nt  and  law-abiding  prospector, 
Who  already  hud  hu  hands  full  fending 
off  hostile  and  eometlmea  murderous  at- 
tacks by  roving  bands  of  Indians.  E'rum 
Uiese  sources  stemmed  the  flrei  organUed 
police  force  In  British  Columbia,  and  the 
first  law-enforcement  agency  wc.st  of  the 
Great  Lakes 

Kium  an  inauspicious  beginning  in  1868. 
wiien  Uie  force  comprised  only  a tianUful 
of  men  and  frequently  called  for  assistance 
fium  Brillsh  Navy  gunboats  stationed  on 
Uie  coast,  Uic  British  Columbia  Provincial 
Police  (urce  has  grown  U>  an  orKanlzatlou 
capable  of  siicce.«sfully  combaUiiig  any 
type  of  lawlesAness  in  the  province  or  Uie 
CAidSlal  waters  of  fimuh  Columbia. 

INDIAN  STRONGHOLDS 
In  those  early  days  police  officers,  in  ad- 
dition to  curbing  illegal  activities  of  un- 
scrupulous white  men.  had  also  to  deal 
wtU)  murderous  Indians  whose  strongholds 
In  the  Islands  off  Victoria  could  only  be 
taken  with  the  aid  of  British  Navy  cannun. 

On  one  such  occasion  a party  of  Brfttsli 
Columbia  Police  officers,  under  Superin- 
tendent Horace  Smith,  aboard  a requisi- 
tioned gunboat,  spent  weeks  trailing  Ah- 
Chee-Wun,  a wily  Indian  murderer. 
Uirough  the  LJands  of  the  Gulf  of  Georgia. 

Tile  chose  included  the  bombardment 
by  the  ship's  guns,  and  those  nf  the  police 
and  sailors,  of  a strongly-fortified  Indian 
p<vilUon  on  Kuper  [.Aland  and  later  a 
pitched  battle  between  Indians  and  police 
on  rocky  Oallano  island. 

It  was  in  a huge  well-hidden  cave  on 
Oallano  that  the  police  and  saUorr>  event- 
ually ran  then  quarry  to  earth  ajid  forced 
Ah-Ciiee-Wun  and  )ua  band  of  braves  to 
surrender. 

The  confes.scd  slayer  of  eleven  white 
men  and  dueons  of  Indian^,  Ah-Chee-Wun 
was  brought  to  Vlrtorm  and  hanged  in 
BaAlloi)  Square  on  July  i.  1863.  after  a 
reign  of  terror  that  lasted  well  over  five 
years.

In  1866  the  rolcuiie.A  of  Vancouver  Is- 
land aitd  British  Columbia  were  united, 
and  the  police  came  under  one  head  at 
Victona  The  gold  rush  had  abated  and 
life  In  Uie  territory  settled  lo  a steadier 
pace  Newer  territory  had  been  opened 
up  in  the  Interior  and  new  police  pcisU 
hod  to  be  established 

The  year  1886  saw  the  completion  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  a further 
opening  up  of  the  province  and  the  aiow 
but  steady  expansion  of  the  force 

of  superintendent  of  the  force  was  H<*r- 
arc  Amith.  who  has  been  menticwied  al- 
ready in  conTiEcUOrt  ■#R'F»  the  capiUre  of 
Ah-Cbee-Wun  8upt.

The  fubmarlne.  called  “Cell  Three.  ' was 
actually  bom  In.  and  named  aft#r.  the 
prison  cell  In  which  Va.wna  was  Incarcer- 
ated for  100  days  after  the  Italian  libera- 
tion because  he  wax  an  engineer  who  had 
been  working  on  ' secret  weapuns  ” The 
Allied  Intelligence  service  confiscated 
VassenWx  plans  and  puiters  After  three 
months  he  was  released  He  immediately 
began  construction  of  his  submarine  “CS." 
helped  by  hls  three  sons  and  a score  of 
young  merhanir.5  Tlie  submarine  is  nine 
yards  long,  with  a diameter  of  five  feet 
and  weighs  seven  tons 

Its  crew  eon.xists  of  two.  who  can  dive 
to  a depth  of  1.000  yards  in  the  submar- 
int.

77ie  moveoienl.  which  started  about 
102$.  has  Just  become  unmtsiakable  In  ihe 
tide  measurements  of  the  coast  and 
geodetic  survey.  It  was  extremely  diffi- 
cult to  delect,  says  H.  A.  Msrmer.  ihe 
survey's  tidal  expert,  beeonsc  so  many 
factors  Influence  the  average  height  of 
the  tides  at  any  particular  time  Loral 
storms,  for  example,  result  In  extremely 
high  tides  which  affect  the  mean  for  a 
year  or  more. 

But.  through  all  ihe  ups  and  downs  over 
the  20-year  period,  the  steady  upward

The  pre.vent  demand  for  early  Fall  and 
Winter  eggs  has  increased  the  need  for 
early  hatched  chicks.  Many  operators, 
some  of  whom  are  not  accustomed  to 
handling  early  hatched  chicks,  are  meet- 
ing dlfflcultles  using  brooder  houses  which 
are  not  sufflciently  well  constructed  or 
Insulated  to  wlthsUnd  the  low  tempera- 
tures and  high  wrtnds  so  common  In  mo.sl 
parts  of  Canada  in  the  early  month*  of 
the  year. 

To  obtain  mformallim  on  brooding  utider 
.*uch  condUlcm.-i  a te.sl  was  earned  out  at 
the  Central  ExperlmenUl  Farm.  Ottawa. 
Two  10  feet  by  12  feet  arch-roofed  brooder 
houses  of  light,  though  light  conAtructlon. 
were  used.  One  was  completely  uninsu- 
lau-d,  the  wails  being  of  3-lfl  Inch  Lem- 
peted  masonite,  which  has  very  little  in- 
sulating value.  Flixrs  were  single  b'^iarded 
covered  with  inusoiiite  without  paper  be 
iween,  The  second  house  wa.i  lined  with 
1-2  Inch  Insulation  board  'ten-testi  cov- 
ered on  the  roof  with  medium  heavy  roof- 
ing paper.  There  were  no  hollow  or  Insu- 
lation-fllled  walls  in  either  hoiw.  but  both 
:inuAe.<t  were  banked  with  straw  at  ground 
level.

spectacular  being  a fine  pair  of  gold  ear- 
rlng.v.  PerhSpa  of  greater  sclentlflr  sig- 
nificance were  the  structural  remains 
which  exceptionally  skilful  digging  re- 
vealed In  some  of  these  round  barrows. 
Examples,  as  far  apart  as  Hampshire  and 
South  Wales,  were  proved  tn  have  been 
raised  over  wooden  constructions  certainly 
representing  some  kind  of  ritual  dwelling 
for  the  dead.  These  barrows  were  all  of 
them  much  ruined  and  the  results  are 
proof  of  what  can  be  achieved,  even  at  the 
most  unpromising  sites  by  a Ane  technique 
of  digging. 

Perhaps  the  most  Important  of  all  these 
ofllclal  excavations  was  that  of  an  Iron 
Age  temple  at  Healhrow,  near  Hounslow, 
in  Middlesex.  This  site  was  already  known, 
but  merely  as  a roughly  rectangular 
banked  enclosure  of  Itllle  apparent  dis- 
tinction. However,  the  whole  area  was 
stripped  of  topsoil.  It  was  then  found  that 
one  end  had  contained  a group  of  round 
huU  encircled  by  ditches  At  the  other 
had  stood  a rectangular  wooden  building, 
enclosed  by  a colonnade  measuring  SO  by 
IS  feet. 

This  plan  seemed  to  leave  no  doubt  Uiat 
th^bulldlng  was  a temple  built  very  much 
on  the  Greek  model.  Buch  an  architec- 
tural lorm  hlUterlo  had  been  quite  unsus- 
pected In  Britain,  at  the  date  between  500 
and  250  B.C.  to  which  the  pottery  finds 
assigned  It. 

Finally  among  these  '’rescue’  egrava- 
Uons  a Roman  site  de.serves  mention.  Uiat 
of  a villa  at  Welwyn,  Hertfordshire  The 
Roman  building  was  Interesting.  U con- 
sisted of  a modest  house  of  the  first  cen- 
tury A D.  enlarged  in  the  middle  of  the 
second,  tiien  sacked  and  abandoned  at  Uie 
time  of  the  great  barbarian  raids  of  S67-8 
A D. 

ROMAN  CITY  WAI.I. 

Tnve^llgsllons  of  a dlfTercnt  kind  w^re 
made  possible  as  h direct  result  of  enemy 
aeUon  All  ihev  aetlvllles  are  concerned 
with  Roman  antiquities.  The  sites  of  most 
of  Roman  Br1tl.«h  provincial  towns  have 
been  contlnnoiuly  occupied  fmm  Baxon  or 
mediaeval  times 

At.  Canterbury,  a loam  as-viclaied  with 
so  many  great  events  In  English  hLstory. 
most  valuable  discoveries  already  have 
been  made. 


WAR  is  liable  to  Inflict  brutal  dam- 
age upon  the  remains  of  the  past 
In  all  countries,  but  It  may  also 
lead  to  new  discoveries.  In  Britain, 
intensity  of  military  preparation  was  out 
of  proporuon  to  the  small  area  of  the 
eounUy  Thus  the  construcUon  of  air- 
fields. and  the  appropriation  of  open  land 
for  bombing  grounds  and  arUliery  ranges, 
were  certain  to  cause  the  frequent  destruc- 
tion of  antlqulUes.  Fortunately,  however, 
collaboration  was  achieved  between  the 
various  Bervice  Ministries  and  the  Depart- 
ment for  Ancient  Monuments  of  the  Min- 
istry of  Worka.  TltU  made  possible  the 
survey  and  excavation  of  almost  all  such 
threatened  sites  before  they  were  de- 
etruyed.  The  Ancient  Monuments  Depart- 
ment arranged  for  the  excavaUon  of  55 
distinct  sites  of  this  kind,  many  of  them 
containing  a considerable  number  of  Indi- 
vidual monuments. 

To  begin  with  the  earlier  periods,  an 
excavaUon  in  the  Cotswolds  gavt  most 
useful  new  evidence  for  the  architectural 
development  of  the  great  communal  tombs 
of  the  Neolithic  or  New  Stone  Age.  These 
were  the  so-called  chambered  long  bar- 
rows.  In  these,  burial  chambers  built  from 
huge  slabs  of  atone  are  burled  in  pear- 
shaped  mounds  of  earth  or  stones  some- 
times as  much  aa  300  feet  long.  For  a long 
time  two  architectural  phases  had  been 
recognised  In  these  tombs.  In  the  earlier 
one,  an  imposing  chamber  Is  approached 
along  a passage  from  a portal  at  one  end 
of  the  mound  EvtdenUy  this  was  designed 
for  ceremonial  purposes  A later  phase 
shoaed  this  ritual  portal  sUU  built,  but  a 
sham.  7*he  real  entries  to  the  burial 
chambers,  now  much  smaller  but  several 
In  number,  were  in  the  long  sides  of  the 
mound  The  newest  discovery  Is  of  a 
hitherto  unknown  plan.  In  this  the  single 
large  chamber  Is  still  approached  through 
the  ritual  portal,  but  It  also  has  openings 
cm  to  the  sides.  Thus  It  provides  an  Inter- 
eiUng  form  Intermediate  between  the 
early  and  the  late  type
